Audit Report on the University of Delhi for the year 1981-82. 

U.Acconnts of maintained institutions : 

1-1 The accounts of 15 institutions/halls/colleges, maintained by the Delhi University are not included 
in the consolidated accounts of the Delhi University for 1981-82, which are yet to be compiled by the University, 
The audit of the accounts of the maintained institutions which were previously being conducted by Chartered Accoun¬ 
tants had been entrusted to the C & AG of India from the accounts 1981-82, following which audit of 7 main¬ 
tained institutions has been completed while that of the remaining 8 maintained institutions is yet to be conduc¬ 
ted. 

2. Assets 

2.1 The University was not maintaining any centralised records of fixed assets. When this was pointed 
out in June 1978 in respect of 1976-77, the University stated that decentralised department wise account of such assets 
were being kept and that suggestion about maintenance of centralised records would be examined. The University 
has, however, neither started any such centralised records nor has taken any action to reconcile the figures of assets 
reflected in the balance sheet with those recorded in the registers of assets maintained by the departments under the 
decentralised system (March 1983). The correctness of the value of assets as exhibited in the balance sheet could 
not, therefore, be ensured by Audit. The University stated (May 1983) that appropriate action in this regard 
would be taken after con.sidcring the final decision of the University Grants Commission, which was still awaited. 

2.2 Amount receivable 

(1) The University Press had not beeri realising its dues from the parties/bodies concerned within ti reason¬ 
able time. As a result, the total recoverable dues in this regard amounted to Rs, 7 -31 lakh as on 31st March, 1982. 
The amount had decreased from Rs. 10 -93 lakhs as on 31st March, 1981 to Rs. 7,30,817 *73 as on 31st March, 
1982. Nevertheless the major portion of the receivable amount comprised old items as detailed below :

The receivable amount included a sum of Rs. 2,54,566 due from private parties. 

No confirmation in respect of the dues outstanding was being obtained by the University from the debtors 
though the necessity thereof had been brought to notice in earlier Audit Reports. The University stated (May 
1983) that out of the receivable amount of Rs. 10,93 lakhs as on 31st March 1981, a sum of Rs. 7 -26 Jakhs had been 
realised during 1981-82. In respect of obtaining confirmation of the dues from debtors, the University stated (May 
1983) that this may not be necessary from the debtors inside the University but sucli confirmation would be obtained 
from the debtors outside the University in future. 
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(ii) Apart from performing University work, the computer Centre was rendering services to outside bodies 
on payment basis. The centre had, however, not been realising its dues from these bodies within a reasonable time 
resulting in accumulation of the recoverable dues to Rs. .3.38 lakhs as on 31st March 1982 as detailed below ;

Non-recovery of dues was also pointed out in the Audit Reports for 1978-79, 1979-80 and 1980-81. Though 
the due amount was reduced from Rs. 4.83 lakhs as on 3lst March 1981 to Rs. 3.38 lakhs as on 31st March, 1982 
no appreciable progicss in the direction of realisation of outstanding dues for the years 1970-71 to 1974-75 was 
made. 

(iii) Amount aggregating Rs. 8.15 lakhs (inclusive of the dues of Rs. 3.38 lakhs in respect of the Computer 
centre and also rents, fees, and other charges recoverable from various bodies) were receivable from various parties 
as on 31st March, 1982. The j'ear wise break up of the aggregate amount recoverable was not available with the 
University. 


2.3 Outstanding advances 

Advances amounting to Rs. 106.21 laldis (inclusive of advance of Rs. 78.39 lakhs to the State Bank of India 
Ibr establishing letters of credit) paid during 1971-72 to 1981-82 and booked under the final heads ol’account remained 
unadjusted/unrecovered as on 31st March, 1982, as detailed below ;

University stated (May 1983) that out of the advance of Rs. 33.01 lakhs outstanding as on 31st March, 
1981, an amount of Rs. 16.48 lakhs had been adjusted during 1981-82, Out of the advances granted during 1981-82, 
a sum of Rs. 89.68 lakhs remained outstanding as on 31st March 1982 which was constituted mainly by advances 
to the State Bank of India for establishing letters of credit (Rs. 78.39) lakhs, the balance of Rs. 11.29 lakhs repre- 
sen^ng advances to suppliers/departmental employees, etc. The adjustment of these advances was stated to be under 
careful watch of the University. 


3. Liabilities 
3.1 University Press 

The University Press was treated as a separate Unit from 1971-72. Thougli the Press w'as to run on ‘no 
profit no loss' basis, it has been running into losses Total loss npto March 1982 amounted to Rs. 6.92 lakhs in¬ 
cluding loss of Rs. 3.38 lakhs during 1981-82. 
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3.2 Suspense account ; 

An amount of Rs. 3,84,498 shown in the balance sheet as liability had been lying under suspense head 
since 1979-80. Neither the details thereof with ycarwisc break up wei e made available to Audit nor did the 
University take any action to clear the items lying under suspense. 

4. Bank reconciliation : 

The University operates 189 bank accounts (Delhi University 197 and South Campus 2) for its cash trans¬ 
actions. The monthly reconciliation of balances between the bank pass book and the cash book was in arrear 
(position upto March 1982) s detailed below ; 

1. One general fund saving sccount had not been reconciled I'rom August 1980. 

2. One misellaneous current account had not been reconciled since December 1981. 

3. One account of evening law Centre-I had not been reconciled after March 1981. 

4. One general fund account had not been reconciled from August 1979. 

A review (March 1983) of the Bank reconciliations work in respect of 185 accounted done upto March 1982 
revealed differences running into a few crores of rupees between the bank pass book and the cash book which had 
been pending for clearance for considerable periods, as per details below ;

Ihe University stated (May 1983) that the total difference of R;., 470.45 lakhs had since been reduced to Rs. 
257.16 lakhs. 

5. Research projects and seminars 

5.1 Non-accountable assets created out of research project funds. 

The assets created out of the funds of the research projects made available by the sponsoring bodies were on 
termination of the sceheme required to be transferred to the depattmenal stock registers for capitalisation and 
exhibitor in ilie balance sheet as the University’s own assets. Out of the 92 schemes teiminatcd during J977-78 
to 1981-82, assets valuing Rs. 6.23 lakh in respect of 39 such schemes only were so transferred and capitalised. The 
assets in respect of the remaining 53 such schemes were yet to be transferred and capitalised (March 1983) Even 
the separate accounts of the articles purchased as well as the lists of consumable and nun-consumable articles left 
over at the time of termination of the schemes were not maintained/prepared and got checked by the internal audit 
as required under the rules. 

5.2 Unspent amount of terminated research schemes 

An amount of Rs. 10.05 lakhs was lying unspent in respect of 92 schemes which terminated during 1977-78 to 
1981-82 as detailed below :

Although the unspent amount was required to be rcfundLcl to the respective sponsoring bodies this was not 
done (March 1983) and the amount was continued to be utilised on other projects. 
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5.3 Excess expenditure cn research projects and seminars. 

During 1976-77 to 1981-82 the University had spent Rs. 1,37.877 on 26 research schemes and 7 seminars in 
excess of the funds placed by the sponsoring bodies of these schemes/seminars. The University stated (May 1983) 
that an amount of Rs. 44,818 had since been recovered from the sponsoring bodies leaving a recoverable balance of 
Rs. 93,059. 

6. Fellowships 

Post doctorate fellowships of Rs. 900 per month each for a tenure of 2 years with annual contingent grant 
of Rs. 4,000 and Junior research fellowships of Rs. 600 to 800 per month each for a tenure of 4 years with annual 
contingent grant of Rs. 3,000 for meeting expenditure on approved items are awarded to meritorious students to 
undertake advanced study and research in the various departments recognised by the University Grants'Commi¬ 
ssion subject to the condition that selected fellow shall not hold or accept any other appointment paid or otherwise 
during the tenure of the award. It was, however, nobced (March 1983) that 12 fellows who were awarded fellow¬ 
ships during 1979-80 to 1981-82 left the University before completion of their tenure after working in the depart¬ 
ment fm’ 2 to 40 months. The acceptance of their resignations by the Unm rsity rendered the entire cxptndituic 
of Rs. 0-92 lakh (fellowships Rs. 0 .73 lakh and contingent grants : Rs, 0.19 lakh) incurred on them infructuous. 

7. Idle Equipment 

Equipment worth Rs. 21.16 lakhs received from UNESCO/UNDPl/Ford Foundation etc. during 1965 to 1979 
were still lying idle not withstanding the fact that this matter was pointed out in the Audit Reports for 1974-75. 
1978-79 and 1980-81. The non-utilisation of the equipment was attributed (April 1982) to lack of technical staff. 

8. Physical verification 

. Out of 62 departments in the University Physical verification of stores etc. of 51 departments was conducted 
during 1981-82, shortages of stores were reported from nine departments. The value of shortages in three depart¬ 
ments amounted to Rs. 3,897 while the value of shortages in the remaining six departments was yet to be worked 
out. .Besides, shortages of consumable and non-consumable stores valuing Rs. 3,93,373 detected through physical 
verification conducted during 1973-74 to 1977-78 and shortages of Rs. 6,07,376 in respect of 13 departments de¬ 
tected through physical verification done during 1980-81 were yet to be recovered/regularised (March 1983).

Comments of the finance Committee on the scrutiny of |the accounts of the University for the year 1981-82 and 

the audit report thereon. 

The Finance Committee scrutinised the annual accounts of the University for the year 1981-82 and audit 
report thereon and it recommended that the same be submitted to the Executive Council for approval with the 
following comments. 

(i) Accounts of the maintained institutions of the University aft u’the aud't of the occoiirit.s cf all the re¬ 
maining maintained institutions for the year 1981-82 by the Director of Audit, Centr alRevenues, should be sumitted 
to tlic Finance Committee for scrutiny and comments before submission to the Executive Council for approval. 

In order to enable the Finance Officer to scrutinised the accounts of the maintained institutions and to give 
his comments on the audit report thereon, it was felt that his staff would need augmentation. The Finance Commit¬ 
tee decided that a proposal to that effect with adequate justification he placed before the Finance Committee at its 
next meeting. 

(ii) Assets : 

The final decision of the University Grants Commission on the recommendations of the Committee appointed 
by it to evolve a uniform procedure and standard proforma for preparation of annual accounts by the Central Uni¬ 
versities may be reported to the Finance Committee as and when received from the University Grants Commission 
for taking a final decision regarding the manner in which a centralised record of assets should be maintained in the 
office of the Finance Officer. 

(iii) Aniouut receivable : 

(a) The Comiriittee noted that the amouui receivable by the University Press upto 31-3-1982 had since been 
reduced from Rs. 7.31 lakhs to Rs. 5.03 lakhs. The Committee felt that the progress of recovery of dues upto 1979-80 
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was not satisfactory and if the dues could not be recovered within a period of 6 months they should be written off 
with the sanction of the competent authority. As regards the amount receivable from parties other than the 
departments of the University, it was noted that the amount receivable was brought down horn Rs. 2,55 lakhs to 
Rs. 2.11 lakhs and most of the dues related to the educational and other public institutions and the amount due from 
purely private parties was only Rs. 0.52 lakhs. The Committee decided that in future a foot-note should be given 
to the balance sheet of the Press that out of the amount receivable indicated in the balance sheet so much related 
to the educational institutions and private parties other than the departments of the University of Delhi and in so 
many cases confirmation of the balances was actually obtained. 

(b) The Committee noted that in respect of the Computer Centre, the amount receivable upto 31-3-1982 had 
been reduced from Rs. 3.38 lakhs to Rs. 2.72 lakhs. The Committee felt that the progress of recovery in respect 
of the dues for the year 1976-77, 1977-78, 1979-80 and 1980-81 was not satisfactory. The Committee recommended 
that if the dues could not be recovered within a period of six months suitable action should be taken to write off 
the due with the sanction of the competent authority and in furure no work should be undertaken from outsiders 
unless they deposited the entire amount in advance. The Committee noted that the amount receivable in respect 
of rent, fees and other charges from students, various bodies and employees of the University upto 31-3-1982 had been 
reduced from Rs. 4.77 laJths to Rs. 3 72 lakhs and the Committee decided that special efforts should be made to re¬ 
cover these dues as early as possible and the amount irrecoverable in the case of those students who had left etc. 
should be written off with the sanction of competent authority. , 

(iv) Outstanding advances 

The Committee noted with satisfaction that the outstanding advances granted upto 31-3-1982 had since been 
reduced from Rs. 106.21 lakhs to Rs. 58.05 lakhs but felt that the progress of settlement of advances granted 
upto 1979-80 needed to be speeded up further. It was brought to the notice of the Committee that further settle¬ 
ment in respect of the advance given to the State Bank of India for establishing the Letters of Credit to the extent 
of Rs. 22 lakhs would be made within a day or two. The Committee was also informed that the Vice-Chancellor 
had recently convened a meeting of the Heads of the Departments and had emphasised the need for quick settlement 
of the outstanding advances before the end of this month. The Vice-Chancellor had decided that no advance would 
be granted to such of those departments which were not able to settle the advances granted upto 31-5-1983 by that 
time except the Examination Branch which had obtained advances for being paid to the Examination Centres and 
were dependent upon the latter to settle the same. In this connection the Committee was informed that the 
linal remuneration bill of the Examination Centres were not being paid unless the advances paid were settled in each 
case. It was also reported that it had been decided by the Vice-Chancellor that in respect of the advances granted 
to the teachers and employees of the University towards Leave/Home Travel Concession, salary for the month of 
August, 1983 onwards would not be disbursed till such time the outstanding advances were settled by them. 

The Committee recommended that disciplinary action may be initiated against the staff responsible for delay 
in rendering the accounts in respect of the advances drawn upto 31-3-1982, The Committee also recommended 
that wherever employees were not found responsible for the delay in settlement of accounts, such advance out¬ 
standing for over three years should be written off with the sanction of the competent authority. 

(v) University Press 

The Committee decided that the manpower and machinery made available to the University Press should 
be utilised to the optimum extent possible in order to reduce the losses in the coming years. 


(vi) Suspense Account 

As the jUniversity Grants CommissioJi had not agreed to transfer the balance under the Suspense account 
to the Conveyance Loan Fund, the Committee recommended that the amount lying under Suspense account should 
be used for critical academic non-recurring requirements with the* approval of the University Grants Commis¬ 
sion. 


(vii) Bank-reconciliation 

The Committee noted that the bank reconcihation had since been completed upto March, 1983 excepting 
in the case of the following accounts. The Committee desired that the reconciliation of the remaining months 
should be completed before the next meeting of the Finance Committee.

The Committee further noted that the difference between the bank pass books and the cash books had since 
been reduced from Rs. 470.45 lakhs as on 31 -■3-1982 to Rs. 93 .21 lakhs. The Commiltcc decided that these differe¬ 
nce should be resolved on a time-bound basis, say within six months and the progress made be reported to the 
Finance Committee thereafter. 

(viii) Non-accountable assets created out of Research Project funds 

The Committee noted that the assets in respect of 41 Schemes were yet to be transferred and capitalised and 
decided that immediate action should be taken to close the accounts of these terminated Schemes and to transfer 
the .assets to the departments and capitalise them after getting them verified by the Internal Audit. 

(ix) Unspent amount of terminated research Schemes 

The Committee decided that the unspent balance of Rs. 9.96 lakhs in respect of terminated schemes should 
be immediately refunded to the sponsoring bodies. 

(x) Excess expenditure on research projects & Seminars 

The Committee decided that in-mediate action should be taken to recover the balance of Rs. 41,100 from the 
sponsoring bodies. 

(xi) Fellowships 

The Committee was of the view that the award of fellowships is a contribution to the academic activity of the 
TJnivfU'sity and it would not be advisable to obtain bond from fellows and enforce it. The Committee, therefore, 
decided that the expenditure incurred on the fellows who subsequently resigned could not be deemed as infruc- 
tuous. 

fxii) Physical Verification 

A consolidated report about the recovery/write off of the shortages noticed during the physical verification 
should be submitted to the Finance Committee at its next meeting. 2(b) The special review report on the working of 
the University for the last 10 years presented by the Comptroller and Auditor General of India to the Parliament 
and the eomrirents sent by the University to the Ministry of Education were noted and recorded.
